Church Working For 
War Relief Project 


Maintaining work headquarters 
‘in the basement of the church at 
' 636 North Euclid avenue, Ontario, 
the War Relief Activities group 
of First Church of Christ, Scient- 
ist, has made a large number of 
garments for war relief work.

Strong commendation for the 
city of Upland in revoking re- 
cently the wholesale license tax 
and to Paul G. Hottel for spon- 
soring such a change was giv- 
ed in a letter read at the city 
council meeting last night. 

The letter was from Charles 
G. Twohy, of the Nehi Bottling 
Co. In part the letter said: 

“Please accept our congratu- 
lations upon being the first per- 
son to look upon this delivery 
service as a benefit to the retail- 
er. The writer has contended 
for years that wholesalers by 
trucks make it easier for the 
retailer to operate, and that the 
present system of ‘wheel’ 
taxes as used by many muni- 
cipalities penalizes the whole- 
saler unfairly. It is refresh- 
ing to learn that one council- 
man, at least, indulges in be- 
yond-the-nose thinking.” 

Mr. Twohy said he would no- 
tify the Municipal License Tax 
association, San Francisco, and 
the California League of Munt- 
cipalities of Upland’s action.
